His reply was that he would rely on 
the ‘analysis of men who knew: men 
who were not interested in the legisla- 
tion personally, but on whose judgment 
he could rely. 

The President-elect had outlined a

Louis te be called epidemic, according 
to several St. Louis physicians of gen- 
eral practice. 

Dr. C. A. Newcomb said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 


“IT have never known as many cases 
of mumps in St. Louis as there have 
been recently. I have had many cases 
myself and have heard other physicians 
speak of the cases they had. I heard 
ef one very serious case the other day— 
a& grown man. The disease ordinarily 
is not at all severe, but sometimes gees 
hard with a mature man. If the patient 
is kept from taking cold and preperly 
looked after, mumps is insignificant as 
far as children are concerned.” 

No Cases at City Hospital. 

At the City Hospital it was said that 
there were no cases of mumps, but phy- 
sicians say that might be true even 
with a more widespread epidemic than 
now exists, for many persons regard 
mumps as ef \too small consequence 
even to call in a physician. They sim- 
ply apply home remedies, the principal 
ef which is hot application to the glands 
of the throat, affected by the disease. 

Dr. E. A. Babler told a Post Dispatch 
reporter that he had met with many 
cases of rrumps in his practice and that 
he considered the disease much more 
prevalent at this time than usual at 
the same season in St. Louls. 

Mumps is an affection of the carotid 
glands, which lie just behind the ears 
in the neck. One or both sides may be 
affected. In a grown-up man the dis- 
ease may spread and affect all the 
glands of the body. 

Treated With Home Remedies. 

Dr. Heine Marks said that, fellowing 
the epidemic of measles, ne had been 
called on to treat numerous cascs of en- 
larged glands, but said he hardly 
thought there was an epidemic of 
mumps in St. Louis. He added, how- 
ever, that there might be many cases 
which physicians would hear nothing 
about, being treated with: home reme- 
dies. 

Sheriff Grueninger of St. Louis Coun- 
ty has been a sufferer from the mumps 
and his illness has had a peculiar sig- 
nificance. He recently purchased a fine 
touring car, to be used in chasing and 
arresting speed law violators in the 
county, @ monopoly of the fees in that 
line having been held by Constable Bode 
and his runabeut. Ever since the Sher- 
iff hasjhad his new machine he has 
been laid up with mumps, and Bode 
still enjoys his meropoly.

Only one thing prevented the pictures 
cf former Gov. Folk and former Ex- 
clse Commissioner Mulvihill from be- 
ing seized at the Jefferson Club to pay 
whisky debt Monday. 

The pictures weren’t hanging on the 
wall at the club as the man who sued 
for the price of two cases of whisky 
thought they were. 

Foiled in his effort to capture the por- 
traits of Folk and Mulvihill, the con- 
stable seized large oil paintings of 
Mayor Wells and Harry B. Hawes. 

The prospect of these pictures of mem- 
bers still in good standing being sold by 
the constable at public auction was 8s» 
appalling that the club hastened to set- 
tle the bill. 

Paid Bill and Costs. 

They redeemed the Hawes and Wells 
paintings by paying to the Nelson Dis- 
tilling Co. $41.65. Of this amount $36 
was the cost of two cases of whisky 
and the remainder represented the cost 
of the proceedings in Justice Sanders’ 
court. 

Constable Voyce made the seizure and 
the subsequent settlement. One explana- 
tion of his failure to find the pictures 
of Folk and Mulvihill at the club was 
that his coming had been “‘tipped off’ 
and the portraits of the reformers had 
been taken down. 

Assistant Secretary Meer gave a dif- 
ferent explanation. 

“When we moved over. here from 
Grand avenue and Pine street we left 
a lot of junk in the woodshed there. I 
guess the pictures are in the rubbish 
pile.”’ 

Moellman Gives Instructions, 

William <A. Moellman, Republican 
Councilman, is secretary of the Nelson 
Distilling Co. When he obtained a court 
order of replevin he was told that he 
could attach anything that would satis- 
fy his company’s claim. 

‘“T understand they haye pictures of 
Folk and Mulvihill out there,’’ said the 
liquor man. ‘“They’re not worth $36, 
but it would be worth a lot more than 
that to have them taken down.” 

So he instructed Voyce to seize them. 

Voyce went to the clubhouse at 3639 
Olive street Monday. After looking in 
vain for the painted faces of Folk and 
Mulvihill he waved his arm toward the 
pictures of Wells and Hawes. 

Up to that time Assistant Secretary 
Meer had been complacent. But when 
Voyece set about removmg Wells and 
Hawes’ pictures the club official got 
busy with the telephone, and a com- 
promise was effected. 

“If you'll take a good check t think 
I ean pay your claim,” said Meer, dig- 
ging up a battered cigar box in which 
were the club's Sunday receipts. He 
eave the Constable a check for $23, 
signed by Thomas K. Peter, and count- 
ed out the remainder in small bills, 
nickels, dimes and pennies. The box 
was empty when the settlement was 
made. 

The Jefferson Club exchequer was out 
of business but the pictures of the 
Mayor and the former Gallant Young 
Leader had been saved. 

It is announced that the club will be 
permanently. closed Tuesday.

Railroad Magnate’s Son and 


Companions Plan to Enter 
in Fulton Flight. 





NEW YORK, April 12.—Three Colum- 
bia University students, led by Jay 
Gould, son of George J. Gould, are the 
latest entrants in the race for suc- 
cessful flight through the air. Rapidly 
taking form in the Gould boathouse on 
the Hudson is an aeroplane, which will 
have its first trial in about fifteen days. 

This airship is being constructed en- 
tirely by members of the Columbia Unil- 
versity Aero Club, of which young 
Gould is the head. Two others equally 
prominent with the latter in the work 
are Harold Content and Grover Cleve- 
land Lenning. These three have done 
the actual -planning and attended to all 
the executive details, while other mem- 
bers of the club have assisted in bolt- 
ing the parts together. 


The work was started about two weeks 
ago. Great secrecy has been maintained 
and the work has progressed behind 
clesed doors. The machine will con- 
sist of two super-imposed planes built 
of bamboo and braced with fine steel 
wire. They are to be covered with cloth 
treated with rubber, so as to give a 
glazed surface. This, it is thought, will 
offer less resistance to the air than 
any other material yet discovered. 

To Start From the Water. 

A radical departure has been made 
in the manner of getting a start. The 
Wright brothers and French and Ger- 
man inventors use a track, along which 
the machine is pushed, or wheels on 
which to run along the grounds for a 
start. The machine of the Columbia 
men will get its start from the water, 
and‘ all the flights will be made over 
that element. For this purpose a large 
boat-like arrangement has been built, 
pointed at both ends like a canoe and 
made airtight. The machine will be 
launched in the river and will sail with 
the wind until enough speed has been 
acquired te allow it te rise. It is thought 
that momentum for this can be ac- 
quired in two or three hundred feet. 


If the craft is a success, Many ex- 
periments will be tried. One of these 
will be connecting the engine with a 
propeller that will operate underneath 
the water, so that the craft car get its 
initial start even when the wind is not 
blowing. A 60-horsepower engine wiil 
be used. 

Should the machine prove the success 
its inventors hope, they will enter it in 
The World+Fost-Dispatch’s $10,000 Fulton 
flight. |

Mrs. Filmore Kaylor Declares -Hus-

Ten Times in Two Years. 

The history of Filmore Kaylor’s do- 
mestic life for the last two years is 
written on the records of police 
courts, Mrs. Kaylor told Judge Pollard 
in the Dayton Street Court Monday 
just before the Judge fined Kaylor 
$500 and costs. 

The Kaylors lived at 1430 North Fif- 
teenth street. That is, the wife lives 
there with her two children by the 
present and three by’a former mar- 
riage. Kaylor stops with the family 
when he is not in the Workhouse, The 
wife testified that Sunday the hus- 
band struck her, with the remark: 
“I’}] kill a couple of you,” meaning 
her and his step children, 

“How long have you been married?” 
asked Judge Pollard. 

“Nine long years,” replied the wife, 
sighing. 

Mrs. Kaylor testified that neighbors 
pay the rent and support the family 
with what the older girls are able to 
earn. 

“The neighbors give us food and my 
husband comes home from the Work- 
house and eats it,” she said, “I have 
had to have him arrested ten times in 
two years. He has been fined from 
$10 upward. He has been out of the 
Workhouse two monthe this time and 
in those two months he hs done only 
two days’ work. He sawed wood at 
the Provident Association’s woodyard 
and got a dollar for that.” 

“It would be a travesty of justice 
to give this men & smal] fine,” re- 
marked Judge Pollard as he wrote out 
the judgment which will keep Kaylor 
in the Workhouse six months.

“How did you get that beer?’

Beer Was a Surprise. 

He didn’t know how it got there, he 
added, but admitted that he had paid 
Mrs. Bornfeld 50 cents. He didn’t know, 
he said, whether that had anything to 
do with the beer being in the yard. 

Elle said he was walking through the 
alley when a case of beer was pushed 
at him. Instinctively he seized it. He 
didn’t catch even a glimpse of who 
pushed the case at him. Before he had 
made up his mind whether he would 
drink any of the beer the policemen got 
him.

PARIS, April 12.—Wireless messages 
are expected minutely from Theodore 
Roosevelt, aboard the steamship Ad- 
miral, bound for Mombasa, denying 
again, after twice denying already, that 
he ever saw, heard, suspected or imag- 
ined the correspondent of Le Journal, 
the Paris paper which published a long 
article—European name for “story’’~ 
purporting to be an interview with the 
former President of the United States 
at Naples. 

When Mr. Roosevelt changed ships at 
Naples, a Gallic journalist, with a Louis 
Napoleon goatee and Edward VII cloth- 
ing, tracked him from’ the Hamburg to 
the Admiral. 

Le Journal published its correspond- 
ent’s article in the most. startling 
Parisian style, which ig not startling 
at all. Nevertheless, the interview—if 
such it: was—enjoyed wide copying 
throughout Europe. 

Mr. Roosevelt Denies, 

When Mr. Roosevelt's vessel arrived at 
Port Said last Friday, he sent a cable- 
gram to Le Journal, saying that he had 
given out no such interview, nor any 
sort of interview. 

The denial was given space in the 
paper, together with a statement from 
the correspondent, who declared in most 
unequivocal French that he talked fer 
an hour—# minutes, Standard time— 
with the mighty Americo-African hunts- 
man at Naples, and that the interview 
was reported by him tin Le Journal with 
strict and painstaking accuracy. : 

This denial of having faked the inter- 
view reached the eye of Mr. Roose- 
velt when Mr. Roosevelt reached Suez, 
or perhaps it got to him somewhere 
‘west of Suez, where the best is not 
necessarily like the worst. — 

In any event, Mr. Roosevelt once 
more set the cable to thrilling and cor- 
rugating with a tremendous Teddyistic 
cenial. This time he wired Paris in 
his well-known Ananias-stalking style. 

‘“‘Le Journal's article,’”’ he cabled, ‘“‘is 
en impudent fabrication, without a par- 
ticle of foundation. I never saw the 
correspondent of Le Journal.” 

Correspondent Interviews Himself. 

Le Journal’s correspondent _immedi- 
ately got’ busy again. He seated him- 
self and wrote an interview with him- 
self, for which he vouches as a reputa- 
ble journalist, in good standing with 
the prefect and the gendarmes. He re- 
affirms the truth of the interview. He 
Geclares that he can prove that he 
dia see and talk with Theodore Hoose- 
velt at Naples, and that the article 
published was a true report of what the 
only surviving ex-: resident said to him. 

Unlike the American members of the 
Ananias Club, this Parisian recruit is 
prepared, he says, to furnish proof of 
his own veracity. 

All France, which is Paris, breathless- 
ly and excitedly awaits the third de- 
nial from Mr. Roosevelt. Meanwhile 
the boulevards bubble and the cafes 
cackle.

strangeness of America, Mrs. Rosa Tio- 
jano of Palermo, Italy, who came to St. 
Louis April 4 to join her son in Okla- 
homa, became a wreck in mind and 
body-and died Sunday morning in the 
City Hospital without seeing the son 
from whom she had been separated 20 


years. 
Mrs. Tiojamo, who was 58 years old, 
became violently Imsane at Union Sta- 
tion. She chased newsboys up and 
down Market street and did other acts 
of lunacy before she was caught by 
~ the police and sent to the hospital. 
The immigrant woman had transpor- 
tation to Hartshorne, Ok., and wore a 
tag stating that she was going to join 
her son, Antonio Tiojano, at that place. 
She could not speak a word of English, 
and the interpreters at Union Station 
were unable to converse with her in 
Ttalian, because of her ravings. 


Sen Sent Money to Her. 

At the hospital later Mrs. Tiojano 
recovered sufficiently to tell her story 
to an interpreter. She said that An- 
tonio left Palermo 20 years ago, coming 
first to New York, then to Oklahoma, 
where he settied down. He worked 
hard, hoping some day to save money 
enough to send for his mother. Finally, 
early this year, Antonio forwarded 
. money for transportation, amd Mrs. Tio- 
jano joined a party of immigrants and 

“crossed the ocean. 
\\ The woman was acquainted with 
some of these immigrants in her home 
city. They were company for‘“her on 
the long voyage in the steerage, but 
when the ship reached New York and 
all had to undergo scrutinization at 
Ellis Island, Mrs. Tiojano became sep- 
erated from her party. 

Finally lar.ded in New York, Mrs. 
Tiojano wandered helplessly about the 
great city for days. At last she was 
put on the right train for St, Louis. 
The tong overland journey ina 
strange land added to her woes, and 
when she reached Union Station she 
was mentally unbalanced and ill. 

Carried Immense Cheese. 

Mrs. Tiojano carried six large cot- 

ton sacks filled with her clothing and 
effects, tied together and ,thrown 
across her shoulders. 
In one of the bags the hospital au- 
thorities found an immense cheese, 
which experts pronounce highly val- 
vable because of its apparently great 
antiquity. 

The cheese is 15 inches in diameter, 
six inches thick and possesses an odor 
that permeates the storeroom of the 
hospital.

Carlin ‘blamed his mother for per- 
mitting him to remain in a reform: in- 
stitution and when he was released from 
the reformatory he purchased a revol- 
ver, went direct to 1‘. mother’s home 
and killed her.

COUNTY LOCAL OPTION 
Proposed to Prohibit Officials 
and Committeemen From 
Selling Liquor. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12.—Realiz- 
ing that the campaign on behalf of 
State-wide prohibition is making great 
headway, the Democratic and Republic- 
an leaders in the General Assembly 
have decided to enact the most strin- 
gent laws in reference to the liquor 
traffic, In this way legislators hope to 


| stem the radical temperance tide. 


Among other measures, the following 
will be urged by the leaders on both 
sides: 

A bill to provide county unit local op- 
tion for all counties contatning towns 
of 10,000 or less. 

A bill providing for the absolute di- 
vorce of the breweries from the ga- 
loons. 

A bill to prohibit any public officia/ 
or county or ward committeeman from 
conducting a saloon. 

A bill to license all breweries and 
distilleries and to subject clubs to. the 
provisions of the general dramshop 
laws. ~ 

These measures, introduced in the 
early part of the session, had been per- 
mitted to slumber. 

Vote a § > 

The strength of the Prohibitionists 
was not regarded as material until the 
Killion amendment propesing State- 
wide prohibition came to a vete in the 
House of Representatives. 

All that Gevernor Hadley and the Ad- 
ministration forces would de proved 
futile, so far as preventing a number 
of Republicans from going on record 
for the prohibition resolution. 

Both Democratic and Republican 
members were reminded that the plat- 
form of their parties had declared ex- 
pressly against the prohibition prin- 
ciple. a 

This warning was ignored with the 
statement that everything in the way 
of legislation was being subordinated 
to the liquor interests, 

The “drys’’ called attention to the 
fact that regulative anti-liquor mea- 
sures were being defeated or delayed. 

Gov. Hadley grasped the drift of 
things when he sent a special message 
to the Legislature demanding imme- 
diate consideration of the liquor prob- 
lem to the end that sumptuary legis- 
lation might be avoided.\ 

Chaplain’s Attitude, 

One of the amusing incidents of tl.> 
prohibition fight in the House was the 
attitude of the chaplain, the Rev. J. J. 
Martin of Barton County. He invoked 
the divine blessing on the advocates of 
temperance and prayed at some length 
for the submission of the prohibition 
amendment, 

Representative EB. L. °: art, Republi- 
can, of St. Joseph, promptly reminded 
the chaplain that he had exceeded his 
authority. 

“You have got no more right te pray 
for prohibition than you have to pray 
for some other law,” said Hart. “Yeu 
were not engaged for the purpose of 
influencing any sert of legislation and 
we would rather that you confine your- 
self to the usual prayers.” 

The chaplain replied that he thought 
his prohibition prayer was more whole- 
some than otherwise for everybody. 

Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, who is leading the 
prohibition ferces, expressed satisfac- 
tion today with the preposition previd- 
ing that the prohibition amendment, ii 
passed, shall net go into effect until 
Jan. 1, 1913. 

“That strikes me as being fair and 
reasonable,” said she. “Besides, we 
figure it will help our cause. The 
liquer interests cannot then say that 
we are taking snap judgment on them 
and they cannot claim that we are 
not giving them every opportunity to 
dispose of their large property inter- 
ests. 

“The only regrettable feature of this 
contest was the assertion of Repre- 
sentative Rhodes, Gov. Hadley’s per- 
sonal representative on the floor of the 
House, that nine out of the ten. women 
in the gallery who applauded our legis- 
lative friends were in the employ of 
somebody and had been paid to come 
here. Not*a dollar was paid te anybody 
and, moréover, it was net necessary 
for us to manufacture enthusiasm. 

“Naturally we have the greatest en- 
thusiasts enlisted In our cause and 
there is not a worker‘in our ranks who 
does net feel that he er she is doing 
a great service for the cause of man- 
kind. 

“The chief argument used against us 
was that the State needs the revenue it 
new derives frem the sale of intoxi-

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POWERS OF THE STATE COURTS. 

Some two years ago the Alabama legislature 
passed an act fixing and regulating certain rail- 
road freight and passenger rates. The railway 
companies immediately applied to Judge Jones of 
the United States District Court who issued an 
injunction forbidding the State Government from 
putting the act into execution. 

This decision has just been reversed by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals and the 
case remanded. 

The ground of reversal is not quite clear in the 
published extracts of the opinion except in one 
particular: The court declares that such cases 
must be first referred to the State Courts and 
their powers exhausted before the Federal Courts 
can properly take jurisdiction. This was the argu- 
ment made by the State in a North Carolina 
case some eighteen months ago and was addressed 
likewise to Judge Jones of the Alabama. District 
Court. 

The reversal is interesting as suggesting a dis- 
position on the part of the Federal courts to allow 
the State courts to exercise all the powers which 
constitutionally belong to them and to abstain 
from interference in the first stages of litigation 
growing’ out of legislative acts. Whether the de- 
cision has any bearing on the Missouri 2-cent 
fare case in which Judge McPherson issued an 
injunction like that granted by the Federal] Dis- 
trict Court of Alabama can be determined only 


} by a study of the opinion itself. But it seems tc 


bear upon it. 


The Old Distorter at Sixth and Pine streets 
rages at every indication of independence and 
courage on the part of a newspaper.
